A rose in December? Ice in 
June? 


- lovely

It’s 20 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The first real storm of the 
winter season is punching its 
way through Utah. There is 
cold, muffled silence on the 
street as the snow continues 
to fall, buffetted by biting 
winds. In a building almost 
obscured from the road by 
the “storm, three giant 
furnaces ~belch fife in a 
24-hour-a-day battle to 
protect one of nature’s 
delicate and beautiful 
creations—the rose. 

No one knows for sure 
where the rose originated, but 
there are many myths and 
legends that attempt to 
account for its existence. The 
Greeks tell the story of the 
goddess Flora finding the 
body of a beautiful young 
girl. Saddened to see such a 
creature dead, ‘she 
decided to give her new life 
by transforming her into the 
most beautiful of all flowers. 
Such stories abound in Greek 
as well as Roman mythology. 
One fact is known however. 
Roses have been around for 
millions of years. Fossilized

At Utah Roses Inc. an 
entire industry survives on 


the popularity of this ancient 
flower. Utah Roses is a 
250,000 square’ foot 
operation that specializes in 
the growing of roses for the 
floral industry. Located just 
off 90th South in Sandy, the 
“factory” is operated by C. 
Richard Wright, who also 
owns the facility in 
partnership with his brother. 

The complexities of 
growing roses on a large scale 
are. many according to 
Wright, not the least of which 
1s’ temperature. control. 
Visitors to Utah Roses are 
immediately impressed with 
the three large furances that 
roar in the distance. 

“It costs about $300 per 
day to heat the place,” 
explained Wright. “We try to 
keep it at about 62 degrees at 
night and as high as 75 to 80 
degrees on a nice day.” 

The temperature control 
system is hooked up to an 
extensive alarm system. With 
a night watchman in the 
building, another employee 
with permanent residence in a 
trailer adjacent to the 
building and alarm hookups 
in the trailer and at ADT 
alarm systems in Salt Lake, 
the crop is well protected 
against any failure of the 
temperature control devices. 

One winter however, 
human error caused the loss 
of the majority of the 
Christmas rose crop. During 
the day repair work 
necessitated turning off the 
alarm system. When the work 
was done, the alarm was not 
turned on again. That night 
the furance failed and much 
of the’ crop froze. Damage, 
according to Wright, ran into 
the thousands of dollars and

recovery took seven weeks. 

Disease and insect control 
are also headaches to the rose 
grower. Even in the closely 
controlled environment, 
thousands of dollars per year 
are spent trying to combat 
damage caused by insects and 
disease. 

“Before we built the place 
we had the ground sterilized 
to kill the bacteria and 
insects,’ Wright recalled, 
“but even so, we haven’t been 
able. tor Pet nidesote ane 
problem.” 

“Often times insects will 
come in with new bushes or 
even people walking in and 
out,” he added. 

The most common disease 

problem that- Utah Roses 
must face is mildew, which 
Wright attributes to the high 
humidity necessary for good 
growth in the greenhouse. He 
had no definite estimate of 
how much damage was 
caused by disease but noted 
that a large portion of money 
each year is spent in control 
efforts. 
_ Despite the problems. of 
Giissve-assio er imisieict saan 
temperature control which 
every grower must face, Utah 
Roses has an advantage all its 
own. 

“Utah is a very good place 
to grow roses,” noted Wright. 
“Utah has a high light 
intensity during winter, a 
better year round climate, 
and even the altitude makes a 
difference.” 

““During the . winter,’ 
Wright continued, ‘‘most 
other places will be cloudy 
most of the time. In Utah it’s 
cloudy during a storm, but 
then it clears up and will stay 
clear for a couple of weeks. 
The greater amount of 
sunshine aids in the growth of 
the rose.” 

Under these conditions 
Wright expects that nine to 
10 weeks after a rose has

been cut from a bush there 
will be a new bud ready to be 
cut from the same stem. 


The 100,000 rose bushes 
are “harvested” twice per day 
to yield an average output of 
11,000 roses per day. The 
roses are packaged in 
insulated containers with ice 
and shipped by air to places 
as far away as Washington, 
D.C. and as unlikely as Texas. 


“While 11,000 to 13,000 is 
an average output,” said 
Wright, “we have the capacity 
to produce and ship 25,000 
per day, during holiday 
periods, planned in advance.” 

Each bush has an average 
life expectancy of five to six 
years. After that time, 


although the bush is not 
dead, it has passed its peak 
efficiency and must. be 
removed. Space is a precious 
commodity to the rose 
grower, and he cannot afford 
to have an inefficient bush 
taking up ground where a 
more productive bush could 
be. 

“During a bush’s peak 
production years it should 
produce around 30 to 35 


roses per year,’ Wright 
estimated.

every non-skier as an 
out-of-shape political activist 
and every skier as a dishonest 
rebel with a perfect body. Dr. 
England was quick to point 
out, “It’s more or less thing, 
rather than polar opposites. It 
means there are some 
differences, not that the 
community members doy’t 
value- pitysical fitness or that 
skiers aren’t religious.”

Dr. England informed those 
questioned he was doing a 
sociological impact study.

The subjects, in about 100 
cases attached letters to their 
questionnaires to complain 
what they didn’t like about 
skiing.

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Dr. England called “‘purists” 
who don’t want to see skiing 
become an “in thing” or a 
part of “jet set living.”

could be why skiers favored 
those facilities less than 
non-skiers did. 


Taverns 


But some facilities they saw 
as more desirable. On a 100 
point scale, they favored 
night clubs 23 points more, 
liquor stores 24 points more 
and bars 28 points more. 

Analyzing the data, Dr. 
England “made a comparison 
between some of the beliefs 
and attitudes that skiers have 
and those of the local 
people.’’ His questionnaire 
showed that most Provo 
people are more conservative 
than the typical skier. But 
though he examined the 
differences, Dr. England says 
he did not favor one group or 
“make a moral judgment.” 
He only assessed the 
consequences of the two 
groups meeting. 

“You'd get a variety of 
interpretations as to whether 
the consequences were good 
or bad,” he says. 


Missionary tool 


Unless the study will 
change his mind, Provo’s 
mayor Russell D. Grange 
doesn’t consider the social 
consequences bad.

2076 A.D. Will you still be 
here? Most people. have 
probably never given it a 
thought, and Rosalia Huff 
Peay, who was born in 1876, 
didn’t expect to live for 100 
years, either. But she has. 

Mrs. Peay, from Lake 
Shore, Utah, is celebrating 
her Centennial year along 
with BYU. Her birthday will 
be Nov. 22, 1976. She lives in 
the house her father built 
when she was 12 years old. 
Her younger brothers, Arnold 
and Elmer Hone, 79 and 80, 
who live with her, still farm 
what is left of their father’s 
original 1 10-acre spread. Only 
about 11 acres are left. 


Garden work 


When questioned by one of 
her grandchildren as to her 
secret to long life, she replied, 
“You ought to get out there 
and work in that garden if 
you want to live as long as 
me.” 

And. Mrs. Peay doesn’t plan 
on giving up, because she still 
raises a large garden every 
summer, which her brother 
describes as “the best one in 
Lake Shore — and not a weed 
in it.’ She likes to quilt, and 
has made one for each of her 
ten. children and 37 
grandchildren. She drew the 
line at the grandchildren, 
since she also has 130 great 
grandchildren and “about 
36” great great grandchildren. 


Favorite spot 


Seeing this frail-looking old 
lady sitting in her favorite 
cushioned chair among her 
mementoes, pictures and 
keepsakes of a century of 
living, it’s hard to think of 
her out hoeing in a garden 
under a thot: sun, but she 
does. 

Mrs. Peay is hard of 
hearing, and relies on notes, 
shouts, anda sort of 


lip-reading for communica- 
tion. From apperance you 
would guess her age at 75 ot 
80. Her brothers and sister 
also appear younger than 
they are. She gets about with 
them in the car, and is by no 
means homebound. However 
slowly, she does what she 
likes — cooking, quilting, and 
sewing. 


Secret of life 


Perhaps part of the secret 
of Mrs. Peay’s longevity lies 
in her “in the world but not 
of it” lifestyle. Judging from 
her conversation, her family 
and friends are the most 
important, if not the only, 
thing in her life. Everyone in 
her town and her ward calls 
her “Aunt Rose.” 

When asked if she had ever 
seen one of the Presidents of 
the Church, she replied that 
“Daddy never let us get that 
far from home.’’ She has 
traveled more lately, 
however. Just last year she 
flew to California to visit 
relatives. Five years ago she 
and her sister and her two 
brothers took a trip to 
Canada and back through 
Washington, where a daughter 
lives. She says that she loves 
to ride in cars. 


“‘What’s the fuss?” 


Quiet and rather puzzled 
about all the fuss being made 
over her, she is slow to talk 
about herself. When reminded 
of her favorite stories, 
though, she talks excitedly, 
laughing and gesturing. 


She and her sister and 
_ brothers reminisced about the 


fishing in Utah Lake when 


“you could get a bushel of 5 


catfish” as fast as as you 
could pull them in,” and 
about her sister’s marriage 
dance at the Lincoln Beach 
dance hall. 


First car 


Then there are stories 
about the first car, when 


Rosalia got her first and last 
driving lesson — she explains 
that “a car won’t stop when 
you holler Whoa!” Then 
there was Aunt SaryAnn, 
who lived in a dug-out 
“cleaner than.a new pim,” 
and whose husband drove an 
ox-team, which was infinitely 
slower than the standard 
team of horses. She recalled 
going with her grandpa to 
haul timber out of Provo 
Canyon and being scared 
when the horses gottoo close 
to the edge of the road, 
where there was quite a 
drop-off down to the river. 

She got her first airplane 
ride when her son came home 
from the war flying a plane. 
Which war? ‘Oh, I don’t 
remember which war was 
going on then,’ she says 
sharply. Well, over a period of 
100 years, all the wars must 
sort of blur together. 


““Where’s that?” 


Had she ever been to BYU? 
“Where’s that?” Her sister 
Dot prompts, “You know, 
the school where Aunt Jane 
used to go.” “Oh yes, I’ve 
been there, and to the 
Temple, too.” 

Mrs. Peay and her house 
have the same sort of 
qualities. The house you can

tell is old, but at the same 
time it is still serviceable. It 
may not be as attractive as it 
once was, because it was built 
88 years ago. In such service 
the house and Mrs. Peay have 
grown old together, and 
gained character and respect 
through long life and 
usefulness. 


Old and worn 


The bricks and trim of the 
house are faded and grey, like 
Mrs. Peay’s hair. Old and 
worn, they are a part of the 
land on which they were 
born. Though perhaps nearing 
the end of their usefulness, 
they each continue to fill the 
measure of their creation. 


Mrs. Peay’s father was a 
baby when the Saints were 
driven out of Nauvoo, and he 
arrived in ‘‘one of the first 
parties to cross the plains.” 
Rosalia is the only survivor of 
his ten children. 

For those suffering from 
pessimistic outlook — during 
this Bicentennial year, the 
prescription for a renewed 
perspective is a visit with 
Rosalia Huff Peay, who has 
lived for half or our nation’s 
200 years, and doesn’t seem 
too worried about the next 
100. :

James D’Arc had been 
interviewing Jagger for a 
paper on “Brigham Young” 
in 1972 when the actor 
became interested in 
Mormonism in a serious way.

In his early manhood he 
was working as a clerk in the 
general store in Farmington, 
Utah. “I didn’t like selling 
horseshoes to men and calico 
to women,” says Robinson 
looking over the silver rims of 
his glasses and raising his 
bushy white eyebrows.

And change his life he did. 
He spent the next six months 
in intensive study of music in 
Salt Lake City. He studied 
voice with Heber Goddard, a 
baritone and director of the 
Tabernacle Choir. He studied 
choral work from Evan 
Stephens and he took piano 
lessons, 

Then he had to return 
home to the horseshoes and 
calico, and the arrival of a 
new baby. One day a letter 
came. 

“T tore it open,” he recalls, 
“and it nearly knocked me 
down.” 

The letter was from the 
Brigham Young College, 
located in Logan at that time. 
It said, “You have been 
recommended to head our 
music department. Will you 
consider?” 


Fear and trembling 


“T ran home to my wife all 


fear and trembling,” says 
Robinson. ‘“‘What should I 
do?” he asked his wife in 
despair. 


His wife told him to go 
back east and study music 
professionally until’ school 
started. His next question was 
“Where will the money come 
from?” 

“Borrow it,” instructed his 
wife, “we’ve got relatives in 
the bank.” 

And so within no time 
Robinson was on his way to

10) 
plunged ahead.” He organized 
a band, an orchestra and put 
on the school’s first opera. 

“Our school became the big 
school in opera and drama,” 
he said. 


A new calling 


Robinson headed the music 
department for 20 years then 
a new calling came in his life. 
‘Heber J :.-Grant— had the 
feeling the church needed 
more organization for the 
recreation,” says Robinson. 

A study was made of 
recreation in the church. It 
was recommended that the 
Mutual Improvement 
Association be given full 
responsibility for recreation 
for church members 
excepting primary age. 

W. O. Robinson was called 
to head the recreation 
department for the church. 
He served for 25 years. 

“Tt would surprise you how 
little people felt there was a 
need for recreation,” he says. 

Robinson set up recreation 
committees in every ward and 
then set out to get the people 


converted to their job.” 
Programs were started in 
dance, music, drama, and 


speech. There were contests, 
floor shows were built up, 
they had queens at the 
dances. 

“For the first time the MIA 
began to show its face,” 
Robinson says. “It brought a 
fine social feeling.” 

After leading an action 
packed life Robinson could 
not find it in himself to face 
old age with his feet still or 


_the earth for 99 years he has 
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face death laying down. 

“After I retired, it- was a 
lonesome job being inside 
these four walls ...I decided 
I wanted to finish up on my 
feet.” 


Ten Days to Shakespeare 


So Robinson took it upon 
himself to memorize 
Shakespeare’s Julius Caesar-at 
age 99. It took him 10 days. 

“TI found nine people would 
carry the whole play,” he 
says. He used. paraphrasing to 
get from scene to scene and 
changed his voice to represent 
each character. ““You see, I’m 
just the storyteller,’ he says. 
Since he memorized it, he has 
put on 15 performances from 
Hawaii to Oregon. 

“I wanted to do it,” he 
declares, “I lived by it. It fed 
life into me.” With speaking 
engagements and performing 
Julius Caesar, Robinson leads 
an active life. “I don’t tire a 
bit with Julius Caesar,” he 
says. He adds that he has no 
food fads and no particular 
exercise program. He just 
keeps busy. 

“Age is a strange thing,” 
Robinson says wrinkling his 
brow, “The days pass, you’re 
getting older, but you don’t 
know it. I don’t feel different 
now than when I was 25!” 

“My legs are wonderful,” 
he says pulling up his pant 
leg, “‘that’s because I used 


them all my life. I’m on the 
move.”

Robinson was a young man 
living in the horse and buggy 
and kerosene lamp days. But 
he has adapted with ease. 

“It’s almost like another 
world,” he says, “‘but you deme : Sn CR 
grow into it hardly realizing 
it. Instead of a candle to go 
to bed with you push a 
button. It’s easier. When the 
pavement came, it was easy, 
we were still just driving 
along.” 


Robinson is the father of 
seven children. He has been a 
widower four years. He has 
238 Srandient aren. 32 
great-grandchildren, and one 
great-great grand child. 

To the youth now he says, 
“Know yourself. Analyze the 
gifts and talents the Lord 
gave you when He created 
you and then use them!” 

Robinson will be 100 years 
old Jan. 24. After living on
